well-timed offer from Mr. Montague Talbot, then going to Eng- 
land to frank him home, where he might repay the charge of bis 
journey, and it wasdecided by the almost broken hearted youth 
to conquer his long snffering pride, andaccept this accommodation 
until his father should repay the debt, resolving to return to tha 
shop, and never more run counter to his parents’ wishes, but re- 
main the tradesman he was designed for. He consequently packed 
up the sad remains of the wardrobe with which be had left home, 
and joyfully quitted Ireland with his friend, fully resigned to the 
dull but decent future.”
